Asserts Secondary Educa- 
tion Makes U. S. a Na- 
tion of Readers and Lev- 


“What .Is* Right With the 
Schools?” was the theme of the 
three principal addresses before 
the general ‘session of the Ameri- 
can Association of School Admin- 
jistrators, in Municipal Convention 
Hall this morning. What is wrong 
with the schools was touched upon 
at several points in the discussion. 
Edgar G. Doudna, secretary of 
the Wisconsin State Board of Re- 
gents of Normal Schools, spoke for 
the elementary schools. Francis T. 
Spaulding, professor of education 
in Harvard University, spoke for 


isecondary, or high, schools. The 


third sub-topic, “What Is Right 
With American Youth,” was treat- 
ed by. Willis A, Sutton, Superin- 
tendent of Schools of Atlanta. 


Doudna said there was much 
more right than wrong with the 
elementary schools. He compared 
_— present with the past by say- 
g: 
“The best elementary school of 
the old days was a good school; 
the worst was unspeakably bad: 
the average was indifferent. The 
best of today is much better than 
the best of the other days, and { 
average is far ahead: ‘Tlie’ ¥ 
are still terrible, but ealativany 
fewer.” 


Work Taken for Granted. 


The speaker said that about 
20,000,000 pupils, or 75 r cent of 
the national school enro detits ‘and 
650,000 teachers, or 65 per cent of 
the teaching force, are in ‘the ele- 
mentary schools, from kindergarten 
through the eighth grade. But-the 
elementary, schools, he declared, 
“do not get 75, 65, even 50 per cent 
of public attention, professiona] un- 
derstanding and financial support.” 
This is partly because their work 
is, “like the landscape, taken for 
granted.” 

As instancing improvement in 
methods, he told of the teaching of 
Spelling, saying that some who 
learned how to spell many useless 
words are now sometimes unable 
to spell common words—“some of 
us puzzle over whether we should 
put a ‘t’ in ‘which.’” He traced 
changes for the better in arithme- 
tic, reading and language teaching. 
History, geography, civics .and 
science, the speaker said, were 
taught in actordance with the doc- 
trine of pupil-intérest; bringing a 
change from the time when “learn- 
ing was neither preceded by appe- 
tite nor followed by digestion.” 
Doudna discussed the possible 
work of the schools for children 
of “dispossessed and marginal sub- 
isistence groups.” He said the sur- 
vival of democracy may be deter- 
mined by what the schools can do 
to raise social intelligence. “If 
blind and stupid leadership insists 
on- curtailing the work of the 
schools and the opportunities of the

Teachers’ Retirement Law Move. 

A co-ordinating committee of St. 
Louis and Kansas City teachers has 
been formed to work for enactment 
of a bill by the next Legislature 
creating a retirement program, it 
was announced today. The two 
cities are the only ones among the 
25 largest in the country which 
have no retirement system for 
teachers. 

Members of the committee are 
Miss Marie Ernst, president of the 
St. Louis High School Teachers’ As- 
sociation, and Miss Genevieve Turk, 
principal of Scarritt School in Kan- 
sas City. A St. Joseph représenta- 
tive will be added to the commit- 
tee later. 

The St. Louis and Kansas City 
retirement committees, at a meet- 
ing Saturday night, were in agree- 
ment on general. principles, Miss 
Ernst said. They agreed that any 
plan enacted should be of the joint 
contributory type, financed by pay- 
ments from school employes as well 
as the Board of Education. : In St. 
Louis, replacing of elderly teachers 


new teachers receiving lew pay 
would mean a saVing for the school 
board, Miss Ernst said. 

As an emergency measure, the 
teachers’ joint committee here has 
proposed a leave. of absence plan 
providing for payment of $100 a 
month on application to school em- 
ployes 70 and over. The leave of 
absence plan was approved by 2700 
teachers and principals. It would 
replace the present program of de- 
moting eldérly teachers to half-time 
work,

Stark, Mayor Dickmann, members 
of the Board of Aldermen and of- 
ficers of the Chamber of Commerce 
have been invited to sample the 
fare, but so far only a few have 
indicated they would be present. 
The dinner will consist of hog 
jowl, navy beans, cole slaw, corn- 
bread and oleomargarine. This is 
one of the lunches on the sug- 
gested week’s diet, which was based 
on the maximum relief allowances 
of $6.15 a month for men and 
$5.35 for women.

FOR TONGUE-TWISTING TITLES 


Educator Says 55 Schools Have 336 
Names for Professors, and 
Suggests Reform. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 26 (AP).— 
Do you know a professor of car- 
dio-vdscularrenal diseases or a pro- 
fesser of otorinolaryngeology? 

Dr. Frederick C. Waite of West- 
ern Reserve University, authority 
on medical education, reported to- 
day that 55 American medical 
schools have thought up 336 varie- 
ties of titles for their 2148 pro- 
fessors. He suggested that the 
association of American medical 
colleges appoint a committee to 
list preferred nomenclature in pro- 
fessional titles. 

The object of the designations is 
to limit the field of the pro- 
fessor’s authority rather than to 
accredit him with a general sub- 
ject. 

The jawbreakers are invented 
simply by combining terms. 

“Cardio” refers, to the heart; 
“vascular,” blood vessels; “renal,” 
the kidneys—hence, “cardiovas- 
cularrenal” refers to the science of 
heart and kidneys and connections, 
their structure and diseases. 

“Otology” is knowledge of the 
ear and “laryngology,” of the 
larynx. Thus, “otorinolaryngology” 
would be a combination of the 
science of both branches.

Bishop Oxnam Urges Educators 


To Lead Crusade for Democracy| 


Head of Boston Methodists Opens School Ad- 
ministrators’ Sessions With Attack 
on Modern Caesars. 


A call for education to lead a 
crusade for democracy was de- 
livered before the first general ses- 
sion of the convention of the 
American Association of School Ad- 
ministrators, at Municipal Audi- 
torium yesterday afternoon, by the 
Rev. G. Bromley Oxnam, bishop 
of the Methodist Church at Bos- 
ton. : 

His address, in which he declared 


the association held “the greatest 
power in America for the future 


of our country,” was the principal) 


feature of a vesper service. At- 
tendance was nearly 6000, filling 
the main floor and most of the 
lower slope of Convention Hall. 
Most of the audience were from 
out of the city, as indicated by the 
relative volume of pedestrian and 
motor traffic in the smoke-cloud- 
ed reaches of Memorial Plaza. 

Honorary life memberships in 
the association were conferred on 
three leaders in the profession, in- 
cluding Dr. John W. Withers, dean 
emeritus of the New York Univer- 
sity school of education, who left 
here in 1921 in disgust, after four 
years as Superintendent of In- 
struction in the public schools, be- 
cause of the personal opposition of 
some school board members. He 
could not come to the convention 
begause illness in his family took 
him to Florida. 

Scandals Not Mentioned. 

Not a word of the scandals which 
have embroiled the St. Louis school 
system cropped out in the meeting. 
One of the comparatively few local 
school officials present was Act- 
ing Superintendent George L. Haw- 
kins, who had a seat in the au- 
dience. 

At a second general session, last 
night in the auditorium, a dramatic 
portrayal of the history of Ameri- 
can music was presented by 3000 
pupils of the St. Louis public 
schools. The production was com- 
piled and directed by Ernest Hares, 
public school supervisor of instru- 
mental music. 

Bishop Oxnam’s subject, “Con- 
temporary Crucifixion and Cru- 
sade,” was built on the theme that 
crucifixions of mankind, such as 
those carried out by the dictator- 
ships of Germany, Russia and Italy 
today, are only the preludes to con- 
tinuing crusades in which the peo- 
ple eventually triumph. His first 
instance was the crucifixion of 
Christ and the subsequent rise of 
Christianity, and he said, “Con- 
temporary Caesars cannot destroy 
the Man, but they would destroy 
His ideas,” putting might above 
right and the state and its leaders 
above the mind and sou). 

“Ruthless rulers,” he continued, 
“cannot know that crusaders of the 
spirit will. be marching when the 
crucifiers of the flesh are dead. 
Does the Man of Steel, plotting in 
his Kremlin tower, think himself 
immortal? He might have been, 
had he abolished the exploitation of 
man and brought economic justice 
to the masses. Now he would nail 
Finland to the cross of tyranny, but 
long after the sinning of Stalin is 
dead, the singing Sibelius will live 
on in the power of an endless life. 


“A Corporal may ride into 
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Czecho-Slovakia;' he may © crush 


Poland and think himself a new i “a 


Caesar. When Hitler is a night- 
marish memory, Masaryk of 
Czecho-Siovakia will walk the 
streets of Prague and Paderewski’s 
music will be heard by free men of 
Poland. A Fascist may rule Italy 
today, and his black shirts may 
conquer black men, but the ‘benefi- 
cent inequality of men’ of. which 
he boasts, and his arrogant doc- 
trine that the state is absolute will 
be engulfed in the crusade that 
proudly affirms the dignity of man, 
the fredom of democracy.” 

“Crucifixion” of Nanking. 

The Bishop touched, too, on the 
Japanese conquest of China and its 
“mass crucifixion” of 20,000 Chi- 
nese at Nanking, and went on: “It 
is not easy to exorcise fear and en- 
throne faith. Hitler, Stalin and 
Mussolini are not the first grim 
triumvirate of history. Hordes have 
swarmed Asia before.” 

Man moves to the new crusade 
in courage born of centuries of 
progress, he declared, but a deci- 
sion must be made: “Is our nation 
to live in freedom or exist under 
tyranny?” 

In a period of challenge to 
democracy and of economic depres- 
sion, it has been significant that 
no real attempt has been made to 
desert democracy in America, he 
said, adding:.“American education 
has trained the generation. to be- 
lieve in freedom and that genera- 
tion has refused to desert it. But 
a new generation is to be trained. 
It ig imperative that educational 
opportunity be equalized.” 

For every 1000 persons in South

We cannot see 
too clearly, but we see enough.

This, says the Captain, is the 
“motti” of the tanks. (Motti is a 
new Finnish expression. It means 
an encirclement of enemy troops). 
Yes, this is where the Eighteenth 
Division tank battalion was cut off; 
% tanks in all. The tank corps 
men are all Communists or junior 
Communists, who belong to the 
Comsomol. The Finns’ knife-blade 
attack sliced them off from their 
infantry comrades further up the 
road. The tank battalion swung 
its tanks off the road up the hill- 
ide and dug in. 

They were more shrewd than 
They set 
their tanks in a semicircle in the 
thick spruce trees and used them 
as fortresses. They made dugouts 
underneath their tanks. The tanks 
gave them marvelous protection. 
They fought bravely and well. Un- 
doubtedly, most of them also fought 
from conviction. Isolated and with- 
out help or fresh food or new 
ammunition, they held out for more 
than one month. Then, at last, 
they were wiped out. Only 30 out 
of the 500 escaped. 


Only 300 Surrendered. 
When the tank battalion en- 
trenched itself, these spruce trees 
ere thick—like the green-walled 
orest across the road. But this 
wood is now no more than a skele- 
ton. In a month’s time Finnish 
artillery shells made toothpicks 
out of hundreds of 40-foot trees. 
Now, it is a mutilated forest, There 
is no obstruction to the  mist- 
filtered moonlight. The tanks stand 
black and bare among the tree 
trunks and in deep snow. Now 
they are silent and manned with 
the dead, just as the long, long 
road igs sentineled with corpses, 
Here, nearby, 500 died. Further 
on, only six escaped and only 300 
rrendered out of 1700 Soviet 
IKdiers. There were a dozen such 
“motties”; not in one single case 
did the Russians try to fight their 
way out. Now nothing remains 
but death and broken machines, 
Russian tanks, and frozen men. 
There are hunareds of dead men. 
Over a course of seven miles, we 
found only one emaciated body of 
a horse; it is as thin as the pro- 
verbial rail and its bones protrude. 
It is the only one the Eighteenth 
Division's men did not eat. 


The ultimate loneliness broods 
over the snow and forest, and the 
torn bodies of men and machines. 
It seems as if there should be com- 
plete silence here. Up above, 
Venus and February escorts are as 
still as they are bright. But there 

no silence. The guns are near 
the front, half a mile ahead of us. 
Now and again the machine guns 
thap and bite. Behind us on the 
hillside, a Finnish three-inch can- 
hon roars fitfully.

N this article I shall venture to

osition that the strategical results 
of a war determine the basic con- 
ditions of the ensuing peace: By 
the basic conditions of the en- 
suing peace I man those accom- 
plished facts, consequences of the 
war itself, which were unalterable 
by the statesmen who wrote the 


treaties of peace. 
a - 


Let us fix them in our minds: 

1. The Russian military power 
had collapsed, the Czarist Empire 
had been overthrown, Russia was 
prostrated by revolution and civil 
war. When the statesmen met in 


Paris in the winter of 1918 all Rus- 
sian authority as a great Power 
had broken down in the border- 
land from the Baltic Sea to the 
Black Sea and the Balkans. 

Finland, Esthonia, Latvia, Lith- 
uania, White Russia, Western 
Ukrainia, Poland, Bessarabia had 
been broken loose by the German 
conquest, by the Russian collapse, 
by their own rebellions, and then 
by the German defeat. There was 
no central and dominating author- 
ity, Russian or German, in this 
whole region. 

The situation was an accom- 
plished fact when the peace con- 
ference met. The situation was 
caused by the military disintegra- 
tion of Russia in 1917 and by the 
military disintegration of Ger- 
many in 1918, 

> 


2. The Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire, which had maintained the 
political and economic unity of 
the peoples of the Danube Valley, 
was in ruins and had been dis- 
membered before the peace con- 
ference met. The Czecho-Slovaks 
had been recognized as an ally 
before the conclusion of the war, 
and they were already de facto 
and de jure an independent state. 

Poland was already an inde- 
pendent state, sovereign though its 
boundaries were not fixed. The 
Southern Slavs were a recognized 
independent state with a recog- 
nized title to the province of 
Croatia. Hungary was torn by 
revolution, and in this state of 
military weakness lost Transyl- 
vania to an invading Rumanian 
army. 

Thus, as a result of the -war, 
which had exhausted the Hapsburg 
Empire, the imperial unity had 
broken down; as a measure of war 
designed in the first instance to 
hasten the military collapse of 
Austria-Hungary, the Allies and 
the United States had made bind- 
ing commitments to the Poles, the 


ments inhibited them from restor- 
ing the political unity which the 
war had in fact destroyed. 

The fall of the Romanoffs and 
the Hapsburgs had, therefore, re- 
moved the unifying force of a cen- 
tral authority throughout Eastern 
and Central Europe.

There was no longer any reason 
to sound an alarm even when Soviet 
bombers came directly overhead, 

There were only ghostlike sen- 
tries in the deserted metropolis 
that once was the home of 70,000 
persons but now is the goal of the 
Red army, less than 10 miles away 
to the south. 

Sentries with rifles flung around 
their shoulders trudged between 
buildings without windows, build- 
ings without roofs, buildings with- 
out floors, buildings with two or 
three walls off, buildings that are 
only charred shambles. 

Only five of these ghostly soldiers 
crossed my path during a_ two- 
hour walk through the center of 
the city. 

Two weeks ago several thousand 
persons still lived here and troops 
were quartered here.

Portable stages are being built— 
the first was dedicated recently in 
Berlin—and with them go full 
equipment, including chairs for the 
audience, 

There is a daily newspaper at the 
front. Soldiers are forbidden to take 
copies home on furloughs or send 
them back, and foreign correspond- 
ents have not been permitted to 
see them, but they are understood 
to carry many soldiers’ personal ad- 
venture accounts and even photo- 
graphs.

HERE are so many uncertain-

extending the Hull reciprocal trade 
program. Here’s one great issue, at 
least, that has been settled un- 
equivocally by the House, and the 
prospect is good that the Senate 
will. follow suit.

The first plan is for the Gover- 
nor to call a special session of the 
Legislature for the purpose of mak- 
ing available additional relief funds, 
The second, the speakers agreed, 
would be to slash monthly appro- 
priations for relief from now until 
the end of the year.

With relief costs, averaging $309,-

exhaustion by the end of July. 

Steger termed Gov. k’s policy 
of meeting need as it occurs through 
emergency appropriations as sound 
but nevertheless, he said, “the fact 
remains that as additional funds 
are spent, exhaustion of available 
funds before the end of the 1939- 
1940 biennial period will be hast- 
ened.” 

The problem of relief will be a 
permanent one and should be con- 
sidered from the basis of long-time 
planning and co-operation of all 
interested citizens, Steger said. 

Discussing the problem of food 
budgeting for relief families, Har- 
ris stated that the average man is 
allowed $6.15 a month for food, a 
woman $4.15, while children are al- 
lowed a little more than either, de- 
pending on their age. 

Harris explained that he believed 
it would be impossible for families 
to live on such small allowances if

The statement didn't identify the 
group accused of taking over con- 
trol of state affairs, but Stelle 
quoted that part of the State Con- 
stitution providing that in case of 
death, impeachment “or other dis- 
ability” of the Governor his duties 
shall devolve upon the Lieutenant- 
Governor. His statement added: 

“Since Gov. Horner’s return from 
Florida and during the period of 
his continued disability, I have 
watched with alarm the manipula- 
tion of the affairs of State govern- 
ment by a small group which, be- 
cause of the Governor's serious ill- 
ness, ‘has been in control of the 
State. 

“My friends, as well as Tlinois 
attorneys well founded in constitu- 
tional law, have advised me that I 
have neglected my duty by failure 
to act during this long period of 
the Governor’s present disability. 

“My reason is that I have felt 
that taking such steps as the law 
may require might be the cause of 
even more serious consequences to 
the Governor's health.” 

No comment came from Gov. 
Horner himself, byt administration 
aids said the chief executive was

vasion of France, as a result of the 
German violation of Belgian 
neutrality, had caused such losses 
of men and of property, the French 
nation was committed to the policy 
of weakening and of impoverishing 
her intrinsically more numerous 
and more powerful neighbor. 

These facts demonstrate the 
proposition, it seems to me, that 
the character of the peace was 
controlled by the strategical conse- 
quences of the war itself. The 
statesmen who met in Paris at the 
end of 1918 had to begin with the 
situation which had resulted from 
the four years of war. They could 
not reconstruct the world that had 
existed before 1914. They could not 
build a better world upon the foun- 
dations that had existed before 
1914. Those foundations had been 
destroyed. They could not build 
the world they might have liked 
to have built in 1919. 

They had to make a peace in the 
devastated, dislocated, and ex- 
hausted Europe of 1919, and they 
had to make that peace in the great 
region from the Rhine to the Urals, 
where, though the Allies had as vic- 
tors a high prestige, they had noth- 
ing resembling complete power and 
full authority. For the Russian, 
the Austrian and the German power 
was demolished, and in 1919 there 
was throughout the region no pow- 
er to replace it.

.~wrence Cornoyer, do not measure 
up too favorably to the safety 
regulations suggested by the Ameri- 
can Association of School Ad- 
ministrators in its current year- 
book, entitled “Safety Education.” 

Many changes would have to be 
made in St. Louis school build- 
ings if the Board of Education 
were to comply with the 24 “funda- 
mental specifications” laid down by 
the yearbook to “reduce or elim- 
inate the danger to life from fires 
in schools.” 

“The ideal height of schoo) build- 
ings,” the yearbook says, “is not 
over two stories even in fire-re- 
strictive buildings.” St, Louis has 
65 schools with third and fourth 
floors which were closed for three 
weeks at the start of school last 
September by order of Prosecuting 
Attorney Fifinegan because they 
had no fire escapes. 

The Prosecuting Attorney rescind- 
ed his order :fter Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick held that the State 
laws requiring inside fire wells or 
outside fire escapes on schools of 
more than two stories did not ap- 
ply to the public schools. 

On the subject of fire escapes, 
the yearbook says: “There should 
be at least two forms of exits 
from multiple-story buildings, 


namely, the regular enclosed stair- 


vay connecting directly with the 
corridor, and the smokeproof tow- 
er with the entrance to it either 
on the outside of the building by 
means of an outside balcony or on 
the inside through a double-door 
vestibule.” 

Cornoyer’s report listed 119 St. 
Louis schools in which stairways 
were not properly inclosed for fire 
protection. Of these, 31 had wood- 
joist ceilings above the stairways 
and corridors. The report recom- 
mended that the stairways be in- 
closed with brick, concrete or 
other fire-resistive materials. Work 
of inclosing stairs has been start- 
ed in some of the schools, and 
a total of about $90,000 is to be 
spent by the Board of Education 
on fire-proofing alterations. 

Many of the schools, the fire- 
men found, were lacking in ade- 
quate fire alarms systems and 
were even without proper exit 
signs and lights. The yearbook 
has the following to say on this 
subject: “Every school building 
should be equipped with an alarm 
system reaching into every part 
of the building. This system 
should be separate from the regu- 
Jar signal system. In addition to 


an electrically operated system, a/ 


manually operated fire call should 


we be provided.” 


Few of the St. Louis schools 
have sprinkler systems. The year- 
book says that automatic sprink- 
lers should be provided “at least 
in rooms where fires are most 
likely to start,” such as boiler 
rooms, laboratories, kitchens, shops 
and auditorium stages. 

The yearbook takes fire drills, 
which were resumed in the St. 
Louis schools in the autumn, as a 
matter of course. “Fire drills are 
required by law almost universal- 
ly.” it says, “but are valueless un- 
less carefully organized and exe- 
It recommends that stu- 
cents be given a share in the re- 
sponsibility for organizing the 
drills.

The European war increased the 
market for old American vessels, 
with the result that 106 transfers 
of registry have occurred since 
Sept. 15. 

The transferred vessels ranged 
in age from 20 to 50 years, and in 
sizs from small motor boats, 
through tugs and barges, up to 
freighters and tankers. 

In some cases, the commission 
has required the seller to devote 
the proceeds of the sale to new 
construction for operation under 
the United States flag.

of Goiter * |

HAT is a goiter? What are 
Wiss symptoms and treatment? 


A goiter is an enlargement of the 
thyroid gland in the base of the 
neck. The normal thyroid gland, 
the secretion of which is essential 
to health . cannot be seen or felt. 
The enlargement of it is due to in- 
crease in the number of its cells. 
This means an increase in the 
gland’s secretion. 

Increased thyroid secretion causes 
nervousness, trembling and un- 
steadiness of the muscles, a sense 
of warmth and heat in the skin, 
mental excitement, rapid pulse, 
prominence of the eyeballs and loss 
of weight. All of these symptoms 
are not present in all cases. Nearly 
any combination of them may ap- 
pear. Enlargement of the thyroid 
gland may occur without absorption 
of secretion and, hence, without 
symptoms, or the 
may throw out an increased secre- 
tion without increase in its size. 
In other words, 
goiter without 
symptoms without goiter. 

Under treatment, we emphasize 
the fact that simple goiter is pro- 


symptom is is invariably due to 
nervous stress or inadequate emo- 
tional attitude toward life. The 
modern viewpoint of insomnia is 
that it is not a bete noire which 
saps one’s vitality and health. It 
is doubtful whether insomnia per se 
ever caused bad health. A promin- 
ent. neurologist states that he has 
yet to see a patient with a mental 
disorder that can be attributed to 
insomnia. 


Modern treatment condemns the 
use of hypnotics or drugs to induce 
sleep, as they simply mask the real 
condition, Counting sheep, etc., 
etc., is merely a trick for the re- 
pression of unpleasant ideas.
